Mrs. Florence E. S: Knapp of Syra- 
cuse, former” Secretary of State, 
upon her. arrival in this, city. :yester- 
day slammed shut-in the face of 
Randall J. Lé Boeuf Jr., presiding 
as commissioner at the Sherman- 
Moreland investigation into her con- 
duet of the 1925 census, the door 
he had held open to permit her to 
come before him as'a witness, since 
she had made it appear that shewas 
anxious to meét by testimony of her 
own charges of irregularities ‘which, 
in the absence of such testimony, 
— uncontradicted on the record. 

Mrs. Knapp’s declination ‘of Com- 
niissioner Le Boeuf’s invitation to 
testify was transmitted.to him in.a 
letter” signed by “Alexander Otis, 
counsel for the former ‘Sécretary of 
State. The failure of Commissioner 
Le Boeuf. to extend - to “his. cliént 
“the constitutional privilege of be- 
, ing protected - by -counsel”’ is given 
by Mr. Otis as.the. sole ground’ for 
birs, Knapp’s failure to become a 
witness.

Will — No More Affidavits. 


Mrs. Knapp’s decision not to tes- 
tify was the chief development of 
the first day of her present stay in 
New York. She expects to remain 
in this city until tomorrow, when 
she is scheduled to return to her 
kome and her work~ at Syracuse 
University. 

Another âû—— of the day, 
was her decision, aiter conferences 
with her counsel, Mr, Otis. and 
Colonel Lafayette B. Gleason, Secre- 
tary of the Republican State Com- 
mittee and, by appointment from 
Lote) Director of the 1925 Census. was 
the announcement that there would 
be no further output of affidavits by 
Mrs. Knapp giving her explanation 
of charges which had found _ their- 
wav into the record.

WASHINGTON, ‘Oct. 31.—An° im- 
portant development in the pre-con- 
vention. fight for . the Republican 
nomination for President came today 
when. Senator Peter Norbeck, Re- 
publican, of South Dakota, . an- 
nounced that he was squarely behind 
the candidacy of former Governor 
Lowden as the most acceptable man 
to the agricultural interests of. the 
country. 
| Mr. Norbeck also warned that dis- 
cord. in the ranks of the ‘‘Progres- 
sives’”’ of the Middle - West. and 
Northwest would be- fatal to’ their 
cause and would result only in. their 


being ignored in the Republican Na- 
‘tional Convention. .

He lives 
in a flat at the Seventh Avenue ad- 
dress with his widowed mother and 
has a sister employed as a maid at 
the Methodist Episco Hospital. 
He also has a married brother whose 
name was not learned.

WALKER MAKES PLEA 
FOR HOUSING PROJECT 


Mayor Says He Hopes to Start 
on Program Before End of 
His Administration. 





Speaking last night at the Seward 
Park High School, Seward Park and 
East Broadway, Mayor Walker made 
an urgent plea to his 1,500 hearers 
for support for Amendment 1 to be 
submitted to the voters on Election 
Day, on which the housing program 
of his Administration depends.

REBUKE THOMPSON 


Tell Him Institution Is for Free 
Speech and Not to Be 
Throttled. 


MINISTERS DECRY MEDDLING 


Chicago Mayor, In Toledo, Declares 
He Will Make Anti-British 
‘Critsade Nation-Wide.

CHICAGO, Oct: 31.—Mayor William 
Hale Thompson was reproached in a 
letter sent to him today by directors 
of the Chicago Public Library, in 
which they refused to be aroused by 
the cry of ‘‘redcoats.’’

OIL FIRE EXPLOSIONS 
JAR NEW ROCHELLE

against fire or explosions and the 
entire reservation is inclosed with a 
high steel. wire fence. The tanks 
themselves are set apart from each 
other and the two small brick office 
buildings where checkers and other 
clerks were housed were some dis- 
tance from the fuel containers. 

All employes of the yard, except a 
watchman, had left at 6:30 o’clock 
tonight when there was a great ex- 
plosion, either in or close to one of 
the big gray tanks. Hach of the con- 
tainers has a capacity of 40,000 gal- 
lons, but according to officials there 
were only 80,000 gallons of gasoline, 
kerosene or other oils in the yards 
tonight. 

The roar of the explosion was fol- 
lowed instantly by bursts of flame 
from one tank. At intervals of five 
minutes the two other tanks exploded 
and burst into flames. The firemen 
later were puzzled somewhat by the 
agency which communicated the fire 
to the other tanks, owing to the fact 
that the burning oil gave off no 
sparks and the windless night could 
carry no tongues of flames from the 
first tank to the others. They finally 
assumed that a small section of blaz- 
ing wood had been scattered by the 
initial blast. 


Three Tanks Get into Action. 


Gathering force by the minute the 
three tanks began shooting fire into 
the sky and company after company 
of the local fire department was 
called into action. As soon as the 
New Rochelle Fire Chief reached the 
scene, which was within a few min- 
utes after the first alarm had sound- 
ed, he asked for aid from neighbor- 
ing fire departments. 

The fire-fighting appartus was 
mobilized as near the scene as pos- 
sible, but was unable to get close 
because of the intense heat. Window 
panes in the Beacon Hall apartment 
were melted and the heat browned 
terra cotta trimmings on the fa7ade 
of the apartment house. Paint peeled 
and blistered'on the sides of wooden 
houses several blocks distant from 
the burning tanks. 

The arrival of the reserves from 
New Rochelle Police Headquarters 
was the signal for an exodus of ten- 
ants from the apartment house and 
from all dwellings within a radius of 
three blocks of the fire. The evicted 
tenants were welcomed into homes 
outside the police and fire zone and 
with their interest tempered by anx- 
iety for their homes watched the 
blaze.

It is much more important, 
however, to establish the four-year 
term, with all the benefits that will 
follow, than to accept this theoretical 
argument as final. 

“The time has passed when, under 
the operation ofthe old form of bal- 
lot, the voters cast what is known 
as a straight ticket. They have long 
since learned to discriminate between 
candidates for various officers and 
between different issues that are 
submitted at one and the same time 
for choice or determination. 

‘Within my own political experi- 
ence it is as long ago as 1888 that at 
one election the State of New York 
chose Republican Presidential Elec- 
tors while preferring the Democratic 
candidate for Governor. The pres- 
ent-day voter has little difficulty in 
exercising a wide discrimination be- 
tween candidates whose name appear 
on one and the same ballot. Again, 
it must not be forgotten that if the 
Governor is'chosen in a Presidential 
year, a much greater number of vot- 
ers will —eS in~ his choosing 
than would otherwise be likely.’

-| midnight: in order that they might 
-| attend the dinner and discuss with 


the Américan business men mutual 
problems which during recent months 
have proved vexatious and which at 
times havé bordered on acrimonious 
misunderstanding. 

The function was attended by such 
figures as Dr. C. C. Wu, the Foreign 
Minister; Dr. Wang Chung-wei, Min- 
ister of Justice; Sun Flo, Minister of 
Finance, and other highly placed Chi- 
nese. The affair virtually established 
@ precedent in the entertainment of 
Chinese in the American Chamber, 

Following numerous speeches by 
hosts and guests, all professing a de- 
sire to establish closer contacts and 
to avert possible conflicts in future, 
Chinese and Americans gathered in 
intimate groups, discussing frankly 
ways and means looking to the 
best interests of all concerned and 
agreeing that such mutual discus- 
sions and associations were the best 
way to iron out the details of any 
future problems in which foreigners, 
and especially Americans, and Chi- 
nese were alike interested. 

This cordial dinner is regarded as 
very significant by observers here as 
laying a foundation for close con- 
tacts and as an attempt to eradicate 
the barriers which in the past have 
prevented association and under- 
standing of the intentions and de- 
sires of one side or the other.

STUDENTS COME TO HER AID 


Man, Garbed In Black, Was Former 
Porter in Bullding — Held In 
$5,000 Bail for Grand Jury. 


Albert Goethart, .27 years old, who 
said he was the captain of a barge 
at Pier 74, North River and that he 
lived in ‘Paterson, N. J., was com- 
mitted to the Tombs in default of 
$5,000 bail, pending Grand Jury ac- 
tion, when he pleaded guilty yester- 
day in the Tombs Court to burglary. 
Goethart had been arrested under 
exciting circumstances at 3 o’clock 
in. the morning. in a room on the 
sixth floor of the New York Univer- 
sity dormitories, known as. the Var- 
ick House, at 11 Dominick Street, by 
Patrolman Dunphy. He had clutched 
Miss Bonnie Olson, the dietician, by 
the throat in an effort to prevent her 
from screaming when she started to 
investigate a noise he had made. 

Miss Olson told Magistrate Dodge 
that there were ninety-two students 
of the university asleep in the build- 
ing when she was aroused by strange 
sounds coming from the office at the 
end of the sixth floor. She stepped 
into the office but could see noboby 
— Goethart seized her, oo. 
d, and when she started to scream 

bbed her by the throat and 
tte to stifle her cries. 

Patrolman Dunphy heard the cries 
of students who had run to windows 
to: give the alarm. He found Miss 
Olson and some.of the students tuss- 
ling with-Goethart.: On turning on a 
light, Dunphy discovered the reason 
Miss. Olson had been unable to make 
out the form of the man in the dark- 
ness,. Goethart was clothed almost 
entirely in black, with a black mask 
on his face, a black leather jacket 
and closely knit black sweater and 
dark gray trousers and patent leath- 
er shoes. 

Pulled down over the mask was the 
deep visor of a black cap. When 
the mask was torn off by the patrol- 
man the cap gave Goethard the ap- 
pearance of the customary moving 
picture representation of a Paris 
apache. Goethart was recognized by 
some of the students as a porter who 
had worked in the building up to 
five months ago. 

The prisoner admitted he had 
entered the building by climbing the 
exterior fire escape to the sixth floor, 
using a key to the office whith he 
had obtained before he quit his job 
there. Goethart said that he opened 
a desk, had taken $4.25 and was 
seeking more loot vas he ‘acci- 
dentally kicked a chair and awak- 
ened the dietician. 

Goethart said he came to this coun- 
try from his home in Holland about 
a year ago.

When court convened this morn- 
ing ex-Senator Thomas, who as at- 
torney for the Mexia (Texas) oil in- 
terests drew..up the..contract under 
the terms of whith those interests 
sold to the fow defunct Continental 
Trading Company, Ltd., of Canada, 
33,333,333 barrels of oil, was recalled 
to the witness . Qn Friday Mr. 
Thomas b telling what occurred 
at the conference in the Vanderbilt 
Hotel, New York, on Nov. 17, 1921, 
when the. Continental @eal was 
drafted. His narrative was cut 
short by objections frdm the defense, 
who objected to his giving the 
names of the vendees appearing in 
a skeleton. draft of. the contract 
which he drew up the day previous 
—— the meeting in: the Vanderbilt 

otel. 

The battle to get the story, as ex- 
Senator Thomas knows it, before the 
jury was.on the moment the Judge 
ascended the bench. The importance 
of its edmissibility from the stand- 
point of the prosecution, or its re- 
jection from” the. viewpoint. of. the 
defense, was apparent to all. The 
prosecution wanted to prove that the 
vendees named in the skeleton draft 
were closely allied with the Sinclair 
interests. This, in the event it had 
been developed, would have been a 
severe blow to the defense, whose 
contention is that H. M. Blackmer, 
the former head of the Midwest Re- 
fining Company, was the person re- 
sponsible for the deal. 

“Senator Thomas,’’ said Mr. Rob- 
erts, ‘‘will you state whether you 
prepared a final draft of the contract 
from your Bie wae Th drafts?’’ 

‘*Yes, I did,’’ Mr. Thomas replied. 

“After you had prepared the final 
Graft of the contract, will you state 
whether or not the discussion came 
np about the Continental , Prading 
Company, Ltd., of Canada?’

Mr. Littleton .was on his feet with 
an objection before the question 
could be answered. Mr. Thomas was 
ready to reply, but the lawyers told 
him to remain silent. 

“I object,” exclaimed Mr. Little- 
ton, ‘‘for whether that was in there 
or not is not material, and would not 
be binding.”’ ; 

“I quite concede,” replied Mr.

Tax on Automobile Sales. 


In his argument for retaining the 
automobile tax, Mr. Mellon said the 
Federal Government would pay $71,- 
000,000 for good roads in 1928 and 
$75,000,000 in 1929, and automobile 
owners should make a contribution 
in return. He skid the railroads paid 
large taxes, part of which went to 
support good roads, largely for the 
benefit of the automobile, which was 
a chief competitor to the railroad. 

“To yield to the temptation to dis- 
pense with a tax,’’ he said, ‘‘which 
some day * prove to be an essen- 
tial part of the tax system is to be 
guilty of the most short-sighted eco- 
nomic error.”’

SECRETARY MELLON’S STATE- 
MENT. 


The statement of Secretary Mel- 
lon was as follows: 


As an essential preliminary to 
any program of tax reduction, it 
is necessary to estimate revenue 
and expenditures not only for the 
present but also for the next fis- 
cal year. It is further desirable to 
ascertain, if possible, by eliminat- 
ing temporary and unusual items, 
what the normal revenues of the 
Government are under existing tax 
laws, given average business con- 
ditions. Financial policy to be 
sound must not be based upon the 
experience of a single year. We 
must not be unduly impressed by 
the revenue results of a year of 
unusual prosperity or a year of 
large receipts from temporary 
sources. . 

In cooperation with the Budget 
Bureau the Treasury Department 
has prepared its estimates, but 
before presenting them it seems 
desirable to say a word or two 
about past estimates, and in order 
to avoid similar errors in the fu- 
ture to point out the reasons for 
such miscalculations as have oc- 
curred in the more immediate 
past. 

The last estimates for the fiscal 
year 1926 were made just prior to 
the passage of the Revenue act of 
1926. As published in The Congres- 
sional Record, they showed total 
internal revenue collections vf $2,- 
612,500,000, whereas actual collec- 
tions aggregated $2,835,999,892, or, 
in other words, internal revenue 
collections were underestimated by 
$223,499,892. The return from cor- 

oration taxes was overestimated 

y $55,000,000, and that from mis- 
cellaneous internal revenue under- 
estimated by approximately $20,- 
100, But the two principal 
items which contributed to this 
large unde te of revenue 
were individual income taxes, the 
yield of which was estimated at 

,800,000, whereas. collections 
aggregated $745,392,481, and back 
tax collections, which were esti- 
mated at $180,000,000 but which 
reached the figure of $295,982,056. 

The Revenue act of 1926 elimi- 
nated about 2,000,000 individual 
taxpayers; it increased by 50 per 
cent. and 40 per cent. respectively 
the exemptions for single and for 
married persons; it cut the normal 
tax rates drastically and reduced 
maximum surtax rates from 40 per 
cent. to 20 per cent.; it doubled the 
limit of income to which the 
earned income provision applied. 


Increase iu Revenue a Surprise. 


It was very naturally anticipated 
that these changes would result in 
a considerable loss of revenue. In 
its report the Ways -and Means 
XXXX 
of $46,000,000 in normal tax, over 
$98,000,000 in returns from the sur- 
tax, and a further loss in revenue 
of $42,000,000 due to increased 
exemptions. As a matter of fact, 
however, the individual returns 
filed for ape calendar year 1925 
showed a larger. tax return than 
did those for 1924, the total (net 


income) tax returned increasing 
from $704,000,000 to $734,000,000. 

The Treasury Department had al- 
ways contended t lower rates 
‘would be more productive than the 
very high rates which prevailed, 
but neither the Treasury Depart- 
ment nor the Congress had antici- 
pated such an immediate increase, 
an increase which was, of course, 
greatly accelerated by the rising 
tide of prosperity. Had the reduc- 
tions contained in the 1926 act 
been applied to the 1924 returns 
the tax would have been over 30 
per cent. less than that actually 
returned for 1924. 

Back tax collections exceeded the 
estimates by approximately $116,- 


,000. 

In October, 1926, after the new 
act had been in force for about 
nine months, the Secretary of the 
Tr submitted estimates for 
the fiscal year 1927. In those esti- 
mates the return from the cor 
ration income tax was estimated 
at $1,120,000,000. Actual collections 

t $1,125,000,000, or 
$5,000,000. ' In- 

dividual income tax returns 
estimated at $820,000,000, whereas 
actual collections —— ap- 
proximately $763,000,000, or an 
overestimate of $57,000,000. Back 
taxes were estimated at $250,000,- 
000; $331,000,000 was actually col- 
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000,000. Misce internal 
$619,000,000, whereas actual —

Excess in Surplus. 

Turning now to the question of 
surplus, we find that the surplus 
for 1927 exceeded the estimate by 
$252,000,000. This is accounted for 
by an increase of $102,000,000 in to- 
tal receipts and a decrease of $150,- 
000,000 in expenditures. On the re- 
ceipts side the increase is account- 
ed for by two items, an increase 
of $81,000,000 in back. tax collec- 
tions and an increase of $57,000,- 
000 in receipts from the railroads 
on account of the realization of 
capital assets. The increase in these 
two items more than offset an 
overestimate of current revenue. 

If the items going to make up 
the regi ong be analyzed it will be 
found that 65 per cent. of the sur- 
plus of $635,000,000 is due to re- 
ceipts on account of the disposal 
of capital assets, back income tax 
collections in excess of internal 
revenue refunds and other items of 
a fast disappearing or non-recur- 
ring character. Without these s 
cial and non-recurring items, which 
aggregated $414,000,000, the surplus 
would have been $221,000,000. 

This is likewise true of the fiscal 
year 1926. The surplus that year 
was $377,000,000, but, exclusive of 
net back tax collections and re- 
ceipts from capital assets of a non- 
recurring character, the surplus 
amounted to only $162,000,000. 

In 1926 back tax collections, less 
revenue refunds, amounted to 
$113,000,000, and in 1927 to $214,- 
000,000; receipts from railroad se- 
curities amounted in 1926 to $36,- 
000,000, and in 1927 to $89,000,000; 
receipts from Federal Farm Loan 
bonds and other minor securities 
amounted to $34,000,000 in 1926, 
and $63,000,000 in 1927; receipts 
from the War Finance Corpora- 
tion assets amounted to $19,000,000 
in 1926, and to $27,000,000 in 1927; 
receipts from the capital stock tax, 
which was repealed in 1926, 
amounted in the year 1927 to 
$8,000,000; receipts from the sale 
of surplus war supplies amounted 
to $13,000,000 in 1926, and to $8,000,- 
000 in 1927; while the surplus was 
further increased to the extent of 
$5,000,000 received from a judgment 
of the court relating to the naval 
oil lease. 

All told, the receipts from these 
items of a non-recurring charac- 
ter amounted in 1926 to $215,000,- 
000, and in 1927 to $414,000,000. 


Back Taxes Hard to Estimate. 


One of the principal items that 
have caused errors in past estimates 
is that of back taxes. In the fiscal 
year 1927, back tax collections on 


incomes alone were underestimated 
by $81,000,000, whereas internal 
revenue refunds were overestimat- 
ed by $35,000,000, these two items 
accounting for an error in the es- 
timates aggregating $116,000,000. 
The Treasury Department has 
made every effort to ascertain 
prospective back tax collections 
and probable refunds, but there 
seems to be no test which will de- 
termine accurately future yield. 

Accordingly, it seems wiser to 
segregate back tax collections and 
internal revenue refunds and pre- 
sent them in a separate part of the 
estimate as items more or less spec- 
ulative in character. After the 
close of the fiscal year 1929, with 
the closing of all of the cases aris- 
ing under the excess profits and 
other war taxes, it is reasonably 
certain that there will be a falling 
off in back tax collections. 

In presenting the estimates of 
probable total revenue, the revenue 
from temporary sources that must 
disappear in the course of the next 
year or two is likewise presented 
separately. In this connection it 
should be noted that whereas $169,- 
000,000 will be received on account 
of principal and interest of loans 
made under Sections 207 and 210 of 
the Transportation act in 1928, the 
revenue from this source will drop 
to approximately $24.000.000, or a 
falling off. of .$145,000.000, in the 
fiscal year 1929, and after that lit- 
tle or no revenue is anticipated un- 
der this head, as only $49,000,000 
principal amount of railroad obli- 
gations will be left out of the $230,- 
000,000 held on June 30, 1927. 

This item and a difference of 
$87,000,000 in estimated net back 
tax collections more than account 
for the difference of $181,000,000 
between the estimated surplus for 
1928 and that for 1929.° 

I am submitting herewith two 
tables: The first shows for the 
fiscal years:1928 and 1929 estimated 
current or normal receipts, ex- 
traordinary or temporary items, 
total receipts exclusive of tempo- 
rary items, expenditures as esti- 
mated by the Budget Bureau, esti- 
mated surplus exclusive of extraor- 
dina: revenue items, and esti- 
mated actual surplus. The second 
table shows the principal receipt 
items of a temporary character for 
—— years 1926, 1927, 1928 and

1929 Surplus Chief Factor. 


Estimated surplus, exclusive of 
extraordinary revenue items, will 
amount to $137,000,000 in the fiscal 
year 1928, and $199,000,000 in the 


fiscal year 1929. Estimated total 
surplus, including extraordinary 
revenue items, will amount to $455,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year 1928 and 
$274,000,000 in the fiscal year 1929. 

In estimating the amount by 
which we can safely reduce the tax 
revenues in 1928 and 1929, the actu- 
al surplus figures are the important 
ones. But looking:to the future, it 
is essential that Congress should 
take into consideration the tem- 
porary character of some of our 
oe resources. 

The factor wh:ch definitely deter- 
mines the extent-to which we may 
reduce taxes is the 1929 surplus. 
Assuming that a tax revision bill 
becomes law prior to March 15 
next, the reductions will only af- 
fect the revenue for the last six 
months of 1928. That is to say, tax 
reductions will be only 50 per cent. 
effective during the present fiscal 
year. They wil!!, however, apply to 
the full twelve months in 1929. 
Therefore, even leaving out of con- 
sideration the fact that the 1928 
ped largely exceeds the pros- 
pective surplus for 1929, a reduc- 
tion in revenue which would be 
fully justified if the present year 
were considered alone, would al- 
most certainly produce a substan- 
tial deficit in the fiscal year 1929. 

It may be urged that the esti- 
mated surplus for 1929 is placed at 
too low a figure in view of the 
actual large surplus in 1927 and the 
size of the estimated surplus in 
1928. The answer is that those 
surpluses were in the mein due to 
certain resources which cannot be 
available in 1929, since by that time 
they will have been exhausted. In

so far as current revenue is con- 
cerned, it should be noted that the 
Treasury estimates that substan- 
tially the same receipts will be 
available in 1929 as in 1928, and as 
were actually collected in 1927. 

There is no evidence available to 
justify the assumption that they 
will be larger. There are certain 
definite indications that they may 
be smaller, but the department 
hopes that these unfavorable fac- 
tors will be offset by the normal 
growth of the country. 


Not “Playing Safe.’’ 

For a number of years past the 
Treasury estimates have under- 
estimated the revenue which was 
later realized. It is not true, how- 
ever, that this was the result of 
deliberate intention or policy. 


Every effort to avoid a repetition 
of this result has been made in the 
preparation of the estimates here 
presented. It would be unwar- 
ranted and unwise to assume that 
in the present estimates there is 
any concealed surplus. In these 
neue’ the Treasury has not con- 
sciously nor as a matter of policy 
played safe. 

If tax reductions are made or 
appropriations voted on the as- 
sumption that the present figures 
understate probable future re- 
ceipts, responsibility for such re- 
ductions or appropriations must be 
assumed by those who advocate 
them. The Treasury has placed 
the probable receipts at the high- 
est figures compatible with the 
most dependable forecasts and 
facts which careful and disinter- 
ested investigation could secure. 

So far as expenditures are con- 
cerned, the estimates have been 
furnished by the Bureau of the 
Budget. It should be remembered 
that estimates do not include any 
expenditures that may be incurred 
by reason of new legislation. The 
Treasury believes that tax reduc- 
tion should not in any event be in 
excess of _ approximately $225,- 


Mr. Mellon’s Recommendations. 


I suggest the following: 

" 1..A reductidn of the rate of tax 
on corporate income from 13% per 
cent. to 12 per cent. It is esti- 
mated that such a change will re- 
sult in a loss in revenue of approxi- 
ately $135,000,000. 

2. Amending those provisions of 
the law that apply to the tax on 
corporate income so as to permit 
corporations with net income’ of 
$25,000. or less, and with not more 
than ten stockholders, to file re- 
turns and pay the tax as ‘partner- 
ships at their option. It is esti-

Corporation Income Tax. 


Corporations last received re- 
lief from taxation in the Revenue 
act of 1921, which repealed the ex- 
cess profits tax, and even then the 
income tax rate was increased. 
Since that time while other classes 
of taxpayers have been benefited 
either by the repeal of war taxes 
or the sharp reduction of war- 
time rates, coroporations have con- 
tinued to bear a heavy burden. 
The time has come to revise the 
corporation tax rates downward. 

Business conducted: under the 
corporate form is today overtaxed 
as compared with individual busi- 
ness enterprises and — * 
a condition which spells particular 
hardship to the small corporations 
with a limited net income and to 
the stockholder of limited means, 
whether he be a stockholder in a 
large or a small corporation. Cor- 

orations are not only large con- 
ributors to the Federal Treasury. 
They pay their full share of the 
cost of local and State Govern- 
ments. 

In the calendar year 1924 all cor- 
porations reporting net income re- 

rted a net.income, before all 

es, of $8,890,821,499. They paid 
in ‘taxes other than income tax 
$1,304,169,207, and in income tax 
$881,549,546 at the then rate of 
12% per cent., making a total of 
$2,185,718,753. In other words, 
24.58 per cent. of their net income 
was paid in taxes. In the same 
ear these corporations paid 

,994,990,754 in cash dividends, 
which was 44.93 per cent. of their 
net income. For every dollar paid

Tax Percentage of Net Income. 


If all corporations be included, 
that is to say, corporations report- 
ing a deficit as well as those re- 
porting net income, the percentage 
of net income paid in taxes is 36.28 
per cent. Including both the Fed- 
eral and State taxes the — i 
of taxes to net income paid in 
some of our — industrial 
States ranges from 26.25 per cent. 
in Michigan to 41.04 per cent. in

Lower Tax on Partnerships. 


It is interesting to note that ac- 
cording to the 1925 returns, of 
$5,189,000,000 distributed in cash 
dividends, $1,724,000,000 went to 
sources other than individuals mak- ' 
ing income tax returns. While, of 
course, a large part of this was paid 
to other corporations, it is certain 
that a very considerable sum was 

d to individuals with incomes 
nsufficient to require an income 
tax return. Of the dividends dis- 
tributed, $740,000,000 was returned 
by persons with net income of less 
than $10,000, and the average rate 
of tax on all incomes not in excess 
of ee was .26 of 1 per cent. 

The Treasury Department made a 
study of a number of corporations 
owned by a comparatively few peo- 

le and with net incomes moderate 
n amount. It found that the chief 
stockholders in corporations hav- 
ing net incomes of ,000 or less, 
would, without exception, have 

aid a smaller tax to the Federal 

overnment had they done business 
as partners rather than as a corpo- 
ration, whereas in 86 per cent. of 
the cases where the net income of 
the corporation was $100,000 and 
less a .imilar conclusion was true. 

Out of 252,334 corporations re- 
porting net income for the calander 
—— 925, no less than 232,346 had 
ncomes of less than $50,000 a year.

Would Favor Small Corporations. 


It may be urged that the owner 
or owners of a closely held corpora- 
tion with a limited income are no 
worse off than the stockholder of 
limited means in a very large cor- 
poration who is taxed 13% per 
cent. on his proportionate share of 
the net income of the corporation, 
whereas the tax which the latter 
might have to pay on that net in- 
come were it derived from some 
other source might not exceed 1% 
per cent. 

While this is apparently true, it 
is probable that the latter class of 
stockholder looks upon his stock 
purchases as strictly of an invest- 
ment character. In other words, 
he buys this share of stock just as 
would a bond’on the basis of its 
actual income yield, and to that 
extent in making the purchase he 
has completely discounted the cor- 
poration tax. 

Therefore, as I see the situation, 
while it is desirable to reduce the 
rate on all corporations, some ad- 
ditional relief should be granted 
the stockholders of the small, close- 
ly held corporations, whose situa- 
tion. is geen eeern | the same as 
that of a partnership, though they 
do business in corporate form. 

The Treasury Department recom- 
mends that the present corporation 
rate of 18% per cent. be reduced to 
12 per cent. This will cause a 
loss of revenue of approximately 
$135,000,000. 

In order to give further relief to 
the owners of the closely held cor- 

rations with a small net income, 
he Treasury recommends that all 
corporations with net income of 
$25,000 or less and the number of 
whose stockholders does not exceed 
ten, be allowed to file their income 

returns as if they were a 
nership and be taxed on the part- 
nership basis. It is estimated 
roughly that this will occasion a 
loss of revenue of from $30,000,000 
to $35,000,000. 


Surtax Rates. 

The Revenue act of 1926 reduced 
the rates of the normal tax from 
2, 4 and 6 per cent. to 1%, 3 and 5 
per cent. and cut the maximum 
surtax rate from 40 per cent. to 
20 per cent.

Estate Tax. 


The Treasury Department renews 
its recommendation that the Fed- 
eral estate tax be repealed. By 
tradition, legal theory and revenue 
necessity, this tax belongs to the 
States. They and not the Federal 
Government have developed inheri- 
tance taxation in the United States. 
It is true that they have made 
many mistakes, but it is not ap- 
parent that the entrance of the 
Federal Government into this field 
has had any beneficial effect. The 
Federal Government has only made 
use of the estate or inheritance 
tax four times in its history, and 
then during war emergencies. As 
soon as the emergency was past 
the tax was repealed. 

There is no occasion to change 
this policy. It is not based on op- 

osition to the inheritance or es- 

te form of taxation, but on the 
theory that some taxes inkere to 
the States and can more properly 
be levied by them than by the Fed- 
eral Government and that ‘the cs- 
tate tax is one of these: It is be- 
— dispute that the States need 

his revenue and that the Federal 
Government does not. 

Ever since the war Federal 
revenue needs have steadily di- 
minished as the cost of Govern- 
ment was reduced. It has been 
found possible to repeal most of the 
war taxes and to cut rates drasti- 
cally. The contrary is true of the 
States and of their litical sub- 
divisions. Their cost of govern- 
ment continues to mount steadily. 
Taking the long point of view, 
this position, in so.far as the 
Federal Government is concerned, 
is likely to continue. As the na- 
tional debt is paid off the burden 
of Federal taxes should grow 
lighter, But it is. impossible to 
foresee the point at which the up- 
ward movement of State and local 
expenditures will be arrested. More- 
over, Federal taxes are fairly well 
diversified and bear some relation 
to the taxpayer’s ability to pay. 
State and local taxes rest on alto- 

ether too narrow a base. The 

ederal Government should, there- 
fore, retire from the inheritance 
tax field, and should definitely an- 
nounce the policy not to resort to 
this form of taxation save in 
emergencies. 

The loss in revenue will be in- 
significant. Owing to the 80 per 
cent. credit on the taxes paid the 
States, it is estimated that in five 
years the Federal estate tax will 
not produce more than $20,000,000. 
Should it be repealed the loss in 
revenue in the fiscal year 1929 will 
not. exceed $7,000,000. 


The Automobile Tax. 


I realize that great pressure will 
be brought to bear on the Congress 
to repeal the excise tax on the sale 
of automobiles. I cannot agree to 
the advisability of such a repeal. 

The Federal appropriation for 
good roads in the fiscal year 1928 
runs as high as $71,000,000, and in 
the fiscal year 1929 will be $75,000,- 
000. These expenditures by the 
Federal Government are for the 
direct and immediate benefit of 
automobile owners. They should 
make some contribution in return. 

There is another aspect of this 
situation deserving consideration 
from the standpoint of justice and 
fairness. The automobile is one of 
the railroad’s chief competitors. 
Our railroads are ying heavy 
taxes to the United States Govern- 
ment, a part of which is being used 
for highway purposes. The Reve- 
nue act of materially reduced 
the tax on automobiles designed for 
the transportation of passengers, 
and repealed the tax on trucks and 
accessories. The latest available 
figures for railroad corporations 
having taxable net income indicate 
an increase in the income tax paid 
by them to the Federal Govern- 
ment from $57,000,000 for the cal- 
endar year 1924, to $94,000,000 for 
the calendar year 1925. 

Is it quite fair to ask the. rail- 
roads to contribute to the construc- 
tion and maintenance of the roads 
on which their rivals operate while 
— the latter from any con- 
tribution? 

The automobile is a semi-luxury 
article of such widespread use that 
— — — a —— _— * which

low, thes is no appreciable 
ship to the taxpayer; the base 
‘being broad, the tax is a good reve- 
nue producer. Unless we are to 
rely almost exclusively on direct 
taxes paid by a few and are pre- 
pared to see our national Govern- 
ment supported not by the entire 
body of our citizens, but by a 
limited class, this is the .kind.of 
tax which should be retained. 


Class Rather Than National Tax, 


The income tax has gradually be- 
come so restricted in its applica- 
tion, that it is a class rather than. 
@ national tax. For the calendar 
year 1925, 9,560 taxpayers returned 
about.49 per cent, of the total tax 
returned; 327,018 individuals re- 
turned $701,497,726 out of a total of 
$734,555,188, Out of our entire 
pe ulation of 114,000,000, only 

,001,166 individuals returned tax- 
able income, and of these, 2,174,148 
returned only $33,000,000 of tax, the

The reduction 
will be made under the reasonable 
assumption that business condi- 
tions will continue to be fairly 
prosperous. 

Should this assumption prove to 
be false and should there be a fall- 
ing o¢€f in business, with a con- 
sequent immediate reduction in the 
yield of the corporation and in- 
dividual income taxes, or should 
the day come when taxes as re- 
vised at this session of Congress 
are inadequate to meet the cost of 
Government, it is obvious that rev- 
enue needs will compel an increase 
in rates of the taxes then existing. 

It is equally obvious that under 
such —— — corporation in- 
come tax rates and income tax 
rates on individuals will have to 
be increased to an extent where 
they will not only make good the 
loss of revenue resulting from the 
reduction of income returned, but 
will in addition be required to con- 
tribute the $66,000,000 more or less 
that the present excise tax on au- 
tomobile sales now yields. 

In other words, the narrowing of 
the tax base in days of prosperity 
inevitably means that when the 
time for increased tax burdens ar- 
rives those taxpayers who are un- 
fortunate enough to remain on the 
rolls are compelled to pay more 
than their just share. 

——— in the field of taxation 
are inevitably committed under the 
pressure of necessity and the time 
to preserve the integrity of a well- 
rounded, well-balanced system is in 
days of prosperity, when rates can 
be kept at a minimum and no par- 
ticular hardship is inflicted on any 
one class. Under such circum- 
stances to yield to the temptation 
to dispense with a tax which some 
day may prove to be an essential 
part of the tax system is to be 
guilty of the most short-sighted 
economic error. It should never be 
forgotten that in taxation the ideal 
to be aimed at is a broad base and 
low rates. 


Would Retain Excise Levies. 


We have eliminated most of our 
excise taxes. There remain for 
revenue purposes the excise tax on 
tobacco and automobile sales, the 
admissions tax and a few stamp 
taxes. All of these should be re- 
tained in the interest of a well- 
balanced tax system. I have not 
seen it suggested that the excise 
tax on tobacco should be reduced, 
but when we consider the burden 
borne by the users of tobacco, an 
article which is likewise of the 
semi-luxury type—though many 
would classify it as a necessity— 
the 3 per cent, automobile sales 
— appears insignificant in char- 
acter. 

Because this 3 per cent. is levied 
upon the factory, or wholesale 
price, which is much smaller than 
the retail price, the automobile tax 
amounts to but 2 cents for every 
dollar paid by the ultimate con- 
sumer. Contrast this with the fact 
that for every dollar spent by our 
citizens for the articles. enumerat- 
ed, there is a tax required of 2 
cents to 5 cents on ci , 9 cents 
on theatre and other admissions, 20 
cents on playing cards, from 4 to 22 
cents on chewing and smoking to- 
bacco and from 17 to 40 cents on 
cigarettes. 

or the fiscal year 1927 the to- 
bacco taxes yielded $376,170,205.04, 
as compared with $66,437,881.32 for 
automobiles. The use of tobacco in 
its various forms is widespread, 
and the Federal tax on tobacco no 
doubt affects a greater number of 
our citizens than does any other 
class of tax. The man who smokes 
a nickel cigar now pays one-fifth 
of 1 cent in tax to the vernment. 
This is at a rate double that upon 
automobiles. The man who smokes 
an eight-cent cigar pays a tax of 
three-tenths of 1 cent to the Gov- 
ernment on every cigar that he 
smokes. 

Out of every 15 cents paid for a 
package ot twenty cigarettes, 6 
cents, or 40 per cent. of the total 
retail cost, is paid to the Govern- 
ment. Chewing and smoking to- 
bacco is now taxed at the rate of 
18 cents per 3 During the 
fiscal year 1927 it accounted for 
$65,070,195.26. That is, chewing 
and smoking tobacco alone pro- 
duced practically as much tax as 
all of the automobiles sold that 
year in the United States. 


Admissions Tax. 


The same reasoning applies with 
equal force to the tax on admis- 
sions. It is difficult to imagine a 
more ideal tax than one on the $40 
ringside seats at the recent Tun- 
ney-Dempsey fight. Surely no one 
will contend that the men and wo- 
men who were willing to pay $40 
for a seat for thirty minutes of 
boxing could not well afford to 
contribute $3.64 to the United 
States Government. The revenue 


yield from that particular fight 
was $242,065.71. 

The tax of 60 cents for a box 
seat costing $6 for a world’s series 
baseball’ game, and the tax of 30 
cents for a $3 box seat at a rep- 
resentative theatre is not consid- 
ered excessive. The exemption of. 
all admissions of 75 cents or less 
eliminates the tax on the recrea- 
tion and amusement of an over- 
— majority of our citizens. 
Those o pay more than 75 cents 
can well aff to make a’ con- 
tribution to the Government, and 


- such an excise tax cannot be held 


to be burdensome or to impose a 
restriction on legitimate recreation. 


Income From Bankers’ Accept- 
ances. 


Under the provisions of Section 
2380 of the Revenue act of 1926 a 
tax of 13% per cent. is imposed 
upon the discount received by any 
foreign corporation on American 
bankers’ acceptances.

Carping 
reviewers are not supposed to ask 
for. more on such..occasions, There 
was turbulent applause of the opera. 
There is nothing else to say. ear 
it, see it once, and you have it all. 
Forget music, ye who enter here, or 
the esthetics of opera—if there is 
such a thing—or anything that bears 
on the serious and enduring in art, 
It is not the time to talk of these 
things. 

It is now to be recorded merely 
that the opera season opened with 
ali the expected alarums and excur- 
sions such occasions invite, and that 
music and new artists of importance 
will be presented the public when 
“Die Meistersinger’ is given on 
Wednesday evening. 


GATTI'S 20TH SEASON 
OPENS AUSPICIOUSLY 


Opera Director Says Metropolitan 
Has 250 More Sabscribers 
Than Ever. 





Something like a royal revel of 
Halloween drawn from _ legendary 
days of barbaric splendor was sug- 
gested to eye and. ear by last night’s 
rare event of an October housewarm- 
ing for six months’ opera in’ New 
York. Traffic of the thousand lim- 
ousines moved once more along 
Thirty-ninth and Fortieth Streets, 
Broadway and Seventh Avenue, with 
but a dozen extra police to direct the 
orderly crowds.. e Metropolitan’s 
house staff, from Ear] Lewis in the 
box-office: and’ Thomas Bull-at the 
centre door, to the last usher of the 
family circle standees or last vet- 
eran technician of the stage, re- 
ported all. present for the new 
season. 

It was Gatti-Casazza’s twentieth 





season as director that began on this 
oceasion, as well as the forty-fifth 
year of the theatre, in all but two 
of which years opera has been sung 
on. its stage.. As the impresario sur- 
veyed the arriving throng, h 
marked that the public has shown 
its confidence in the opera manage- 
ment this year as never before. 

“‘We have 250 more subscribers 
than in any former season of the 
Metropolitan,’’ Mr. Gatti remarked. 
‘“‘And I can say that we never, in 
my twenty years here, have had to 
change an opera or any singer an- 
nounced fo‘ sing on the opening 
night. Our artists and attachés are 
like one family, friendly, faithful 
and industrious, as you say—des 
bons travailleurs.’’ 

Mr. Gatti recalled his first opera- 
giving in New York as having taken 
place, oddly enough, elsewhere than 
at the Metropolitan. 

“My first opera,’’ he said, ‘‘was 
the inatiguration of the then newly- 
built. Brooklyn ‘Academy, which the 
Metropolitan directors were invited 
to open on a Saturday in November, 
1908, just before our first season be- 
gan. It may be interesting to re- 
member that the opera was ‘Faust,’ 
sung by Caruso, Farrar, Jean Note 
and Didur. On the following Mon- 
day we opéned at the Metropolitan 
in ‘Aida,’ with Destinn, Homer, Ca- 
ruso, Scotti and Didur, and on thé 
next ‘evening, Tuesday, in Philadel- 
phia, where Sembrich,-Caruso and 
Scotti sang ‘La Bohéme.’”’ 

In_ reviewing the openings of 
twenty seasons on Broadway, Mr. 
Gatti was able to count off rapidly 
from memory his premier. attrac- 
tions. The favorite opener was 
‘‘Aida,”* four times in his first-night 
list. Thrice he had given ‘‘Giocon- 
da,’’ and twice each ‘‘Samson’’ and 
“Tosca.’’ There were single seasons 
when he began with ‘Armide,’’ 
“Thais,’’ ‘‘Manon Lescaut,’’ ‘'Pech- 
eurs des  Perles,’’ the ‘wartime 
‘*‘Masked Ball,” the last Caruso 
opening in ‘‘La Juive,'’ the follow- 
ing year’s ‘‘Traviata’’ with Galli- 
Curci, last season’s ‘‘Vestale’ with 
Ponselle and this year’s ‘‘Turandot.”’ 

The new season’s activities will 
continue tonight with a double event 
in two cities, the company singing 
‘Madame Butterfly” at the Brook- 
lyn Academy, with Easton, Bours- 
kaya, Martinelli and Scotti, while 
another wing will go to Philadelphia 
in ‘‘La Gioconda,’’ with Ponselle, 
Telva, Alcock, Gigli, Danise and 
Rothier. 

It was -8:10-o’clock when Conduc- 
tor Tullio Serafin entered the Metro- 
politan pit last night to the first 
round of hard-handed applause from 
his Italian countrymen in America 
among 600 standees who filled every 
nook and cranny left by the regular 
opera subscribers. There -were, in 
fact, no more unseated spectators 
present than there were actors in 
various ‘capacities on the stage. 

The trumpet-call of ‘‘Turandot’’ to 
the opera’s new year again enlisted 
more than Balaklava’s “six hun- 
dred.” Besides a cast of eleven 
stars, there were 300 other singers, 
including half a hundred boy choir- 
sters; There were ninety ballet dan- 
cers and procession leaders. The 
hundred orchestra men were rein- 
forced by thirty more musicians on 
the stage, while the more populous 
scenes called for no fewer than 250 
— sane The total of those 
actually ‘seen or heard was 761, ac- 
cording to last night’s observers. 

After the golden curtains of the 
aaa stage had closed at 10:50 over

necessary if he is to try to take his 
place with the leading singers of all 
nations. 

“Routine experience is of the high- 
est importance; the aspiring singer 
ot Seb eCe) Am ole) ope to. meet .and compete 
with the 2 er members of the Metro- 
politan Opera Company unless he 
possesses equal equipment; that is, 
unless he has a large répertoire and 
has actually used i r 


European «teal Critical. 


“The audiences of Europe, while 
entirely fair to the artist, possess to 
a high degree the critical faculty and 


are intolerant of inability and lack 
of artistry. They are extremely ex- 
acting and do not hesitate to show 
their disapproval of the artist who, 
to their minds, is not giving them 
his best or whose best is insufficient 
for grand opera. To sing for such 
audiences is the very best discipline 
for the ambitious singer.’ 

Mr. Jagel added that it was useless 
to go abroad without sufficient funds 
for at least three years of alternate 
work and study. It is not necessary, 
he said, to pay for the privilege of 
Fb bey bst-4 "in public, if the singer pos- 
sesses any quality, nor is there any 
discrimination against American 
singers.

sey arrived, thereby graciously giving his late oppo- 
nént the freedom of the city. 

The argunient over the Chicago encounter still rages 
in the suburbs and, as is usually the case, the discus- 
sion has produced more heat than light. To the Tun- 
néy adherent, Dempsey is a “draft dodger,” a ‘‘foul 
fighter," a “rough-nécked low-brow’’ and what not. 
To the Dempsey adherent, Tunney is a ‘‘fakir,’’ 6 
“hypocrite,” a “phony champion” and all the rest 
of it. ‘ 

But why get so excited about it? Listening to the 
average fight fan hurling a: philippic against either 
Dempsey or’ Tunney, one is inclined to say with Ham- 
let: “‘What’s Hecuba to him; or he to Hecuba?”’ It’s 
quite all right to quiver with excitement when the big 
feliows ‘are in the ring shooting pimches at each other, 
‘but a warfare of words between opposing rooters af- 
ter the fight is over cannot bé expected to thrill the 
conservative citizen: ) 

This sort of guerrilla warfare is more amusing than 


effective. 
Glancing Blows 


As for letters on the Dempsey-Tunney argument, 
there is only one way of handling them in safety. As 
soon as it is apparent that the letter is concerned with 
the merits or demerits of either Tunney or Dempsey, 
the missive should be immersed fn a bucket of water, 
dissected at least six inches below the surface, and 
only the lighter parts should be all6wed to float to the 
top. Here, for instance, are a few diluted excerpts 
from the pen of a Denipsey supporter: 

‘In the first place, it is not Mr. Tunney’s intellectual 
attainments one objects to, but his intellectual preten- 
sions. No wonder men like Heywood Broun, Louis 
Bromfield, Sinclair Lewis and H. L. Mencken have ex- 
pressed a preference for Dempsey. One has only to 
contrast the interviews given by these two men, Demp- 
sey and Tunney; one simple and profound, the other 
a mixture of bombast and cant. Tunney should be 
forced to fight, but should be forbidden to talk. Both 
his Chicago and New York orations fell flat.’ 

These are only glancing blows. A prizefighter should 
not be judged on his speeches. Nor is it necessary to 
get the endorsement of Messrs. Broun, Bromfield, 
Lewis and Mencken to become heavyweight champion 
of the world. “Intellectual attainments’ and ‘‘intel- 
lectual pretensions” are alike unimportant inside the 
ring. And it is probable that both Dempsey and Tunh- 
ney would remain silent for years at a time if the in- 
terviewers didn’t ask them so many foolish questions. 


The Artistic Temperament. 


Another excerpt: 

“Permit me to say that Jack Dempsey’s knowledge 
of literature, music and the arts is quite as extensive 
as Gene Tunney’s, although not so persistently ad- 
vertised.” 

Well, what of it? Such statements might be perti- 
nent if a pugilist were allowed to take his library into 
the ring with him and knock his opponent unconscious 
with a sudden quotation from Schopenhauer or a 
shocking reference to James Abbott McNeill Whis- 
tler’s work with the brush or the steel point, 

Perhaps Dempsey dotes on Puccini, and Tunney 
idolizes Brahms. Jack may rave over Monet, and 
Gene may cheer for Manet. Who cares?

Every sentimental fight 
fan should read it.. As an antidote. 


A Doubtful. Virtue. 


A prizefighter should not read too many books. It’s 
a doubtful virtue in a pugilist. If Dempsey’s ‘‘knowl- 
edge of literature, music and the arts is quite as ex- 
tensive as Gene Tunney’s,”” and Gene Tunney reads 
half the books he has been reported as perusing, real 
students will soon find themselves on short literary 
rations. 

“Give me Boswell’s Life of Johnson,’’ some one will 
say to the librarian. . 

“Sorry. Gene Tunney just took our last volume.” 

“Well, how about Gilbert .White’s Natural History of 
Selborne?’’ 

**You’re just too late. Jack Dempsey borrowed it.’’ 

*“Shucks! Give me Carlyle’s French Revolution.”’ 

“Paulino is reading that now.’’

Toss out the books and the ‘‘knowledge of literature, 
music and the arts’’ credited to Gene Tunney or Jack 
Dempsey.

Rome. 


In their business a good right cross far outweighs an 
intelligent opinion on the merits of Corot, Rousseau, 
Cazin and Daubigny. They haven’t risen to fame and 
fort 1e through scholarship. A pugilist reading Hegel 
is about as appropriate as the dean of a women’s col- 
lege singing: ‘‘I’m Gonna Dance Wit’ the Guy What 
Brung Me.” 


Yes, indeed. The simple fact is that Tunney and 
Dempsey are heavyweight prizefighters, or boxers if 
you prefer, though at least one of them will repudiate 
this last title. Let all discussion of these gentlemen 
hinge on the question of their pugilistic merits. That 
discussion will be complicated enough without lugging 
in ‘‘literature, music and the arts.’’

Cavanaugh Stresses Lack of 
Team Play and Faulty 
Taking Out. 


As far as a physical workout was 
concerned, Fordham University’s 
football team practically had a day 
off yesterday, a sprint around the 
track comprising the main part of 
the drill. But Head Coach Major 
Cavanaugh kept his players on the 
field almost until dark, delivering a 


lecture that lasted for the good part 
of two hours. 

The lack of team play which has 
characterized the Maroon’s playin 
all season was the high note struc 
by the Fordham mentor. Individually 
he praised a few members of the 
team, but as a unit the players have 
not borne out their capabilities. He 
is full of hope and confidence that 
they will do so next Saturday when 
Fordham faces Holy Cross at the 
Polo Grounds. 

Cavanaugh deplored the fact that 
Boston College scored four touch- 
downs in the game last Saturday. 





Had Fordham carried out several ele- 
mental precepts, the Eagles would 
not have scored at all, in his opin- 
ion, but the minor defects that the 
Maroon showed were responsible for 
the disastrous result. 

The Fordham coach substantiated 
his statements by saying that faulty 
taking out allowed two kicks to be 
blocked, both of which were con- 
verted into scores. On the opening 
play, when Al Weston ran through 
the team for a touchdown, all the 
Maroon players committed the error 
of playing for the ball carrier in- 
stead of dispersing the interference. 
And when Weston ran back a punt 
fifty-five yards to the goal line, six 
of Fordham’s players were down the 
field and they all rapidly converged 
toward the Boston College back, who 
easily reversed his field and broke 
into the open. 

However, Cavanaugh commended 
the team for its playing in the last 
five minutes of the game, when it 
made a rally that carried it eighty 
yards down the field fora score. 

Concentration on the kicking game 
will take most of Cavanaugh’s time 
during the current week. With Jim 
De Lany afforded ‘the necessary pro- 
tection and the players going down 
the field under his punts in the 
proper manner, the Fordham coach 
expects this department of the game 
to offset the heralded advantage of 
the Purple.

Nearly every day fresh evidence 
comes that Republicans in the farm- 
ing States Gre not going to stop talk- 
ing about the tariff which, they be- 
lieve, discriminates against agricul- 
ture. No matter if it shocks the 
party organization in the East, they 
propose to fight the thing out. Take 
the case of The Des Moines Register. 
It is no flaming Western agitator. 
It is, rather, a sober‘organ of intel- 
ligent farm opinion. But it loses no 
chance to turn the argument of 
Eastern Republicans who swear by 
the tariff against themselves. The 
other day, for example, it.caught up 
a remark by The Wall Street Jour- 
nal rebuking those who thought that 
the price of cotton or corn or wheat 
coquld..be fixed . by. legislation at 
Washington. ‘ All depends upon the 
“ amount that is -available and the 
“ willingness and ability of consum- 
“ers to buy it.” Upon this bald as- 
sertion of the supremacy of the law 
of supply and ‘demand The Register 
pounced joyfully, for the sake of 
asking: 

How does it happen that nobody 
east of Ohio thinks to apply this 
rule of ‘‘let alone’’ to steel or 
aluminum or anything else pré& 
duced in the East? Why is the 
President constantly besieged to in- 
crease the tariff on everything the 
East produces? 

To this we know very well what 
the Protective Tariff League will 
say. Nor is there any doubt of the 
pained attitude, in the presence of 
such an utterance, which will be 


assumed by the preachers of the uni- | ; 


versal blessings conferred by the 
tariff.. They will attempt to take the 
complaining farmer aside and tell 
him that he is all wrong. He ought 
to consider his rich home market 
which would not exist unless foreign 
agricultural products were kept out 
of it by a tariff tax. He ought also 
to understand that the complicated 
matter cannot be settled by such 
rude questions as those put by The 
Des Moines Register. Doesn’t the 
rough and ready farmer know that 
before forming a judgment in such 
an intricate affair he ought to wade 
through huge volumes of statistics 
and study tables of prices and 
treatises on international commerce 
and. foreign exchange? But the 
rough and ready farmer will te 
only: too apt to ask if any careful 
preparation of that kind was done 
before the protective tariff was 
enacted. Was not that law just a 
case of everybody greedily demand- 
ing what he wanted, and getting it, 
_too,. if be had sufficient political 
influence ? 

There was nothing very scientific 
about that process, and the farmers 
are not going te. de too particuiar 
whether they are scientific or not. 
It is enough for them to take the 
position that they never got any 
special favors under the Fordney- 
McCumber act, and that if they don’t: 
get them by some other Jaw, they 
propose to take away the law-made 
favors which others got. ‘This may 
be ai unreasonable position, but it 
is perfectly intelligible. And it is 
because the Western farmers are 
more: and more inclined to take ‘it 
that the dreams of the high pro- 
tectionists are troubled.

SILK HATS ON THE PRAIRIE. 


The entrance into the Republican 
Presidential free-for-all of Senator 
CurTis of Kansas, a complete con- 
servative, and the pro-Lowden ten- 
dencies of Iowa and Nebraska, show 
the vast difference between the mod- 
ern movement and that which, in 
1910, ended by putting the Republi- 
can Party out of power for eight 
years. In those days, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Iowa, Wisconsin and the 
Dakotas fell in solidly for what then 
was called “‘ Progressive Republican- 
ism.” Now the Republicans for 
whom Kansas, Nebraska and lowa 
are calling are of the precise Cool- 
idge type, so far as every party 
issue but the farm problem is con- 
cerned. They have put a wedge in 
the old “‘ Progressive” West as wide 
as a glacier, and marching in cheer- 
ing ranks behind them are such 
former “hell-raisers” as WILLIAM 
ALLEN WHITE and HENRY ALLEN, in 
Kansas, qualifying their enthusiasm 
only with the amazing statement 
that they would prefer COOLIDGE to 
any other candidate. 

In 1910 DOLLIVER and CUMMINS 
had Iowa aflame with the spirit of 
party revolt; NORRIS had roused 
Nebraska; in the Dakotas radical- 
ism was shaping into the Non-Par- 
tisan movement, and Wisconsin was 
marching into the La Follette party. 
Kansas was running CURTIS and 
DAVE MULVANE to cover, and the 
cry was ‘‘ ROOSEVELT and BRISTOW.” 
It was sincerely thought in Emporia 
and Wichita that possibly MULVANE 
and CURTIS should be asked to re- 
move to another State. In Idaho, 
BORAH, as usual, was deeply moved 
with a sense of the wrongs in- 
flicted by the conservative wing, 
and thougt, as usual, he stayed 
within the party Hines in 1912, he 
stayed with all the outward ap- 
pearances of martyrdom. In the 
West and Southwest the Progressive 
statesmen scanned the Eastern ho- 
rizon for the returning ROOSEVELT 
and waved sombreros in unison with 
the waving hay-forks of the Middle 
West. At that time such aspirants 
as CURTIS, LOWDEN and DAWES 
would have beén unthinkable. [If

THE QUESTION OF SCHOOL 
.. .LUNCHES. 

Out of concern for the health’ and 
happiness of school children in this 
city, a “committee of men and 
women, repréSenting the Academy 
of Medicine, the Child Health Asso- 
ciation and several other organiza- 
tions, set out two years ago to inves- 
tigate the provision made for school 
luncheons. This it did at its own 
expense, but at the request of Su- 
perintendent O’SHEA. A thorough- 
going study was made, including the 
experience of more than a hundred 
other cities, and a report was pre- 
sented with certain. recommenda- 
tions, one of which was the employ- 
ment of a trained operating dietitian 
and trained assistants. Another was 
the abolition of unregulated conces- 
sionaires. The Board of Education 
adopted “a set of admirable resolu- 
tions” approving nearly all that the 
committee asked, but stopped with 
that. The result is that the last es- 
tate is worse than the first. Volun- 
teer organizations set up model 
lunch rooms several years ago, but 
the concessionaires have increased 
since this was done from none to 
at least 53, while the budget item 
has increased from $50,000 to 
$78,000. Despite the action of the 
board, competent dietitians have 
not been provided for and the con- 
cessionaires are still there “ serving 
unsupervised and often unwhole- 
some food.” 

The report of the committee 
shows that other cities have found 
it possible to run lunch departments 
without cost except for office ad- 
ministration, and it is convinced 
that it can -be done here. If the 
concessionaires are making’ money 
in their present service, there are 
two inferences to be drawn: one is 
that the Board of Education should 
be able with its own trained dieti- 
tians and business management to 
do the same; the other is that if 
Money can be made only by “ often 
serving unwholesome food,” the 
whole concessionaire system should 
be swept away. 

It is late in the day to scoff at 
dietitians, especially when science 
has its prescriptions which no one 
can ignore except..to his hurt and 
when the State itself has under- 
taken to train teachers who will 
help the children to eat, not neces- 
sarily what is set before them by 
concessionaires, but such food as is 
for their good. It cannot be that 
all the labor which this public- 
spirited committee has given out of 
love for these hundreds of thousands 
of children will be lost. The Board 
of Education having “ sworn a keep- 
ing oath” to these children, will 
certainly not “ study to break it.” 


FRENCH ALLIANCES. 


France has concluded a treaty of 
friendship and mutual defense with 
Yugoslavia. This makes the fifth of 
a series of agreements which links 
to French interests a group of 80,- 
000,000 people in Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Rumania, and now 
the Serb State. At Paris it is 2on- 
tended that these treaties fall under 
the “regional agreements”  per- 
mitted and even encouraged by the 
League of Nations. The argument 
is somewhat legalistic. Regional 
will properly describe the common 
interests of France and Belgium, or 
of the nations of the Little Entente 
as among themselves. When the 
war allies of Western Europe join 
hands with the allies of Central and 
Eastern Europe across half the 
stretch of the Continent we are ob- 
viously facing not a regional but a 
European agreement. But that does 
not mean that the French system of 
alliances is less justified by the wel- 
fare of the peoples concerned than 
if it were strictly a system of re- 
gional treaties. 

The main justification for such ar- 
rangements is found in the circum- 
stance that thev correspond to ba- 
sic European realities. Mr. JAMES 
writes from London that English 
policy after looking askance for 


‘some years at the spread of French 


leadership on the Continent has ral- 
lied, through Sir AUSTEN CHAMBER- 
LAIN, to a fait accompli. But the 
accomplished fact which Sir AUSTEN 
has accepted runs deeper than the 
treaties themselves. They are not 
the artificial victories of an astute 
French diplomacy. They have arisen 
out of the conditions created by the 
war. It used to be the custom to speak 
of the smaller nationalities as tied 
to the French chariot, the implica- 
tion being that they were unwilling 
captives. The simple fact is, of 
course. that they.are tied to France 
by’ a@ common interest. If France 
with her major allies had lost the 
war, Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia 
would not now exist, Belgium and 
Rumania would be puny dependent 
States, and a fragmentary Poland, 
carved out of Russian territory, 
mightiperhaps be. permitted to live.

A decision ‘of the Supreme Court, 
announced by Justice HOLMEs, shold 
should serve.as a further warning 
to’ a public .which continues to be 
strangely indifferent to the danger 
of attempting to dispute the right 
of. way with .a railroad train.. The 
driver knows, says the Judge, that 
he must stop for the train and not 
the train stop for him: ; 

In. such circumstances, it. seems 
to us that if a driver cannot be sure 
otherwise whether a train is. dan- 
gerously near, he must stop and 
.get out of his vehicle, although 
obviously he will not often be re- 
quired to do more than to stop and ° 
look. . It seems to us that if he 
relies upon not hearing the train or 
any ‘signal and takes no further 
precaution, he does 50 at his own 
risk. 

Obviously, this does not relieve the 
railroad companies of the duty of 
protecting grade crossings, nor does 
it remove responsibility from them 
in the event that one of their gate- 
men fails: to lower the -gates or to 
give proper warning of an approach- 
ing train. Nor does it have any 
direct bearing on the problem of 
removing grade crossings. But it 
tends to emphasize again the fact 
that a citizen crossing a railroad 
track does so at his own risk. 

The fundamental difficulty .in the 
grade-crossing problem is the care- 
lessness of so many automobile driv- 
ers. Barring those accidents which 
occur when protected crossings are 
neglected by the gateman, with the 
result that the driver has every rea- 
son to believe th: he is safe, most 
accidénts of the kind are due to the 
unwillingness of the automobilist to 
“stop, look and listen” or to his 
foolhardiness in deliberately trying 
to cross-in-front of a rapidly ap- 
proaching train. For such persons 
there is no help and need be little 
sympathy. They pay with their 
lives for their own folly. 

Of recent years the attitude of the 
public: has been to throw the blame 
for all accidents on the railroad com- 
panies. While they have not been 
without fault; the fact that.-so many 
assumed this ~ttitude has tended to 
make individuals more careless. To 
them the reminder of the Supreme 
Court should carry a message which 
is as old as the railroads, but has 
been too little heeded. The public 
would do well to bear in mind that 
if any one courts death or injury et 
a railroad crossing, compensation 
will not be forthcoming if he has 
been culpably negligent.

For a generation ‘MAXIMILIAN 
HARDEN had been the most famous 
of German journalists. Since ‘his 
exposure of the Round Table cam- 
arilla, his reputation has. been. in- 
ternational. It’ came to its height 
in the war.. In some respects he 
recalls VILLEMESSANT and ROCHE- 
FORT and.some of the vehement, 
passionate and mocking personalities 
of' a bygone American newspaper 
world. ‘One surprises in him a note 
of HEINE with the least Heinesque 
of manners. It has been a conven- 
tion to compare him with SHAw, 
probably. because, the two men are 
so.essentially unlike, save in so; far 
as they are tempted by paradox and 
both were at one time dramatic 
critics. MAX was himself, or several 
selves. -He usually wrote ina dia- 
lect of his own. 

Somehow, in spite of all its apoc- 
alyptic’ entanglements, its bits of 
foreign and provincial speech, its too 
frequent ‘references to the Greeks, 
the habit of sermonizing on Scripture 
texts, he managed to hit like a ham- 
mer. His wit, his boldness and his 
energy usually shone through this 
cloudy veil. Whatever his love of 
sensation or errors of judgment, he 
was admirable as the speaker of his 
free thought, uttering it amid re- 
pressions and perils and, at one time, 
in the face of assassination. His 
blame of the Kaiser seems excessive, 
if, for no other reason, because at 
the beginning of the war and for a 
considerable period of its duration 
MAX himself was all for conquest. 

Convinced at last of the inevit- 
ableness of defeat, he sought the 
best means of peace. Remarkably 
well informed about international 
politics, when President WILSON was 
the object of general defamation in 
Germany he called him “a man of 
“high moral and spiritual rank, a 
“man of whom we would be proud 
“if we had him.” He defended the 
disinterestedness of American aims 
in’ entering the war. His remarkable 
article, “If I Were Wilson,” is still 
remembered even in the everlast- 
ing procession of “ war literature.” 
HARDEN saw that Germany must be 
free and democratic. If afterward 
he stormed furiously against the 
“ pestilential pigsty” of EBERT and 
NOSKE, he is to be honored for the 
times when he saw straight and 
far, not for the times. when he saw 
crooked or was carried away by the 
violence of his temperament. 

Why in Imperial times was he 
allowed, for the most part, to go his 
way? There are “ public opinions,” 
as he said: By the permitted expres- 
sion of his own, he helped to main- 
tain, in the dark days, an illusion of 
freedom. But there must have been 
behind him a body of opinion long 
weary or doubtful. of the adventure 
in which he so “gayly engaged in 
1914. He was perhaps a little too 
rich in theories. He had self-confi- 
dence, self-will, knowledge, courage, 
a mischievous delight in stinging. 
His books are long editorials breath- 
lessly written. He communicates his 
own zest to the reader. His humor 
and virulence must have been appre- 
ciated by the old, discarded Bis- 
MARCK. But HARDEN needed nobody’s 
coat-tails to cling to. He was born 
to fight and enjoy it.

The rise ‘in the retorded rate, there- 
fore, is not at all “‘terrifying.’’ It 
does not mean that the disease is in- 
creasing; it merely shows improve- 
ment in the diagnostic ability of the 
medical profession. 

It is quite true, as Dr. Hoffman 
says, that the vast amount of lab- 
oratory research, on the one hand, 
and of cancer propaganda on the 
other hand, have had no measurable 
effect on the cancer death rate, but 
Dr. Hoffman, though he is not a 
physician, should have explained that 
the reason for. this unfortunate situ- 
ation.is that only about 10 per cent. 
of those afflicted with cancer consult 
a physician at a time when the dis- 
ease is curable. 

This is the condition in New York 
and Chicago, where the population 
can‘ reasonably, be assumed to be in- 
telligent and fairly well educated. 
What it is in the backwoods can be 
imagined. ._ There almost no. one 
comes in time for cur>. That is the 
reason why -the surgeon or the ra- 
diologist has been unable to check 
the rising death rate. He works 
only on a very small fraction of the 
population, and. the increased num- 
ber of correctly. diagnosed. cases 
masks any improvement in the treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Hoffman’s final statement that 
“the enormous sums of money which 
have . been expended’ on cancer re- 
search seem tu have yielded thus far 
not a fragment of evidence of real 
value toward the ‘control and cure 
of the diseases’’ is quite inaccurate. 

In the first place, by the most lib- 
eral estimate, the total sum of 
money spent annually on cancer re- 
search in. the entire world does not 
exceed at present $400,000, which can 
scarcely be considered enormous in 
view of the importance of the sub- 
ject. Many of the large corporations 
in this country alone spend millions 
per year in commercial research. 
And even with the small amount cf 
money which is available for cancer 
research, :real advances have been 
made in many directions, the applica- 
tion of which are daily aiding the 
surgeon and the radiologist in the 
treatment of cancer. 

The educational propaganda which 
has been carried on of late years is 
also generally acknowledged by the 
informed members of the medical 
profession to have been of the great- 
est value in inducing people to con- 
sult. physicians more promptly. lt 
has also educated the doctors them- 
selves and increased their diagnostic 
skill and taught them to apply with 
greater intelligence the methods 
which they already possess for the 
cure of cancer, so that some day the 
death rate from cancer will begin to 
fall. 

I make this statement because 
many people have expressed their as- 
tonishment and regret that the real 
value of the educational and scien- 
tific work on cancer of the last twen- 
ty years should be written down as 
nothing.

The Rights of Pedestrians. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I noticed in one of the papers recently an 
article referring to a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the case where a 
pedestrian was struck by an automobile 
while crossing the street between two streets, 
not at a crosswalk. The. pedestrian sued 
the company which owned the vehicle and 
got a verdict of $15,000. The company 
appealed to the United States Supreme Court 
on the ground that the crosswalk was for 
the use of pedestrians, and if a pedestrian 
used any other part of the street, he did so 
at his vwn risk, The verdict rendered by 
the highest court read: 

“The streets belong to -the public; pedes- 
trians have the right to walk on any part 
of the street or roadway, 
cannot be taken away. Driving a car is a 
privilege that may be revoked at any time; 
therefore it becomes incumbent upon the 
driver of an automobile to see to it that 
he does not strike the pedestrian. The 
appeal is dismissed.'’ 

As a result of tnis verdict the company 
has placed on each truck near the driver's 
seat a tablet which reads: “Safety First! 
Pedestrians have the right of way. In case 
of doubt—stop! Take no chances of injuring 
any one!”’

CHIGAGO UNIVERSITY 
DEDICATES CLINICS 


Inaugurates $20,000,000 Pro- 
gram to Create One of World’s 
Great Medical Centres. 


YALE HEAD LAUDS EFFORT 


Four Receive Honorary Degrees for 
Research, Including Dr. R. 
Cole of New York.

CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—Leaders of 
medical education from twenty-five 
States were present today at the 
148th convocation of the University 
of Chicago, when that institution 
dedicated new clinics and inaugu- 
rated a $20,000,000 program through 
which it hopes to establish in Chi- 
cago one of the greatest medical| poe 
centres in the world. 

President James Rowland Angell of 
Yale University lauded the Uni- 
versity of Chicago for its accomplish- 
ments and plans and President Max 
Mason conferred honorary degrees 
of Doctor of Science on four dis- 
TY | tinguished leaders in the field of 


medical science and research, Dr. 
‘Frank Billings, Chicago, for whom 


named; Dr, Rufus Cole, director of 
the hospital for ‘the Rockefeller 
Institute in New York; Dr.. William 
8.- Thayer, Professor Emeritus at 
Johns Hopkins University, and Dr. 
Karl Ladsteiner, formerly of the Uni- 
versity of Vienna, now a member of 
the Rockefeller Institute. 

“In the degree to. which any med- 
ical college is merely a trade school 
—and there have been plenty of 
such—it has no real place in a uni- 
versity,’’ President Angell said. ‘‘The 
universtiy medical ‘school should not 
only open to Rey qualified men 
the opportunity for the mastery of 
scientific methods of thought and 
the attainment of a sound scientific 
scholarship, but it should also create 
and stimu ate a vital enthusiasm for 
continued growth in scientific and 
general intellectual power, together 
with the insistent ambition to pro- 
mote and extend the field of genuine 
knowledge. 

“We are all familiar with the de- 
pendence of médicine on the physical 
and — sciences and we take 
as a matter of course the require- 
ment made of the medical student 
for a reasonably wide familiarity 
with these sciences. But we have not 
as yet fully learned wh:zt is for our 
generation and under our American 
conditions quite as important, that a 
constant interchange and coopera- 
tion between fhe investigating chem- 
ist and the pioneering pathologist, 
between the ctericlogist and the 
biologist on: the one hand, and the 
clinician in any one of a dozen dif- 
ferent fields on the other, is just as 
indispensable for the most effective 
progress of all concerned.”’ 

The spirit of research, to which 

all the departments of the University 
of Chicago have been dedicated in 
the drive for medical supremacy, 
was urged by President Angell. 
“The old-time family doctor of the 
better sort did much to advance the 
Science of medicine,’’ he said. ‘‘His 
knowledge of medicine may have 
been limited, but -he was something 
of a scientist when it came to learn- 
ing the origin of disease.’’

Borough President James J. Byrne 
followed with the assertion that he 
had been amazed that the*city had 
been obliged to pay $266,896 for a 
site at roy Avenue and’ Maple 
Street, Brooklyn, when the assessed 
valuation of the land was only

Fixed by Courts, Says Mayor. é 


‘Well, the Board. of Estimate ap- 
proved the funds for the condemna- 
tion costs as they had been fixed by 
the courts,’’ said Mayor Walker. 

Borough President Byrne suggested 
that. a great- saving could be made 
by the city if the Controller were 
authorized to purchase sites pri- 
vately, or if a special board of com- 
missioners bought sites ovrivately 
Mayor Walker said he was in favor 
of this proposal, although: the board 
members would be marks for some 
criticism.

BLAMES POLIGEMAN 
~ FOR REJECTED BID 


Merchant Charges He Acts as 
Food Inspector—Complains to 
Deputy Controller. 


TWO INVESTIGATIONS BEGUN 


Official in Purchase Department 
Says Patrolman ‘Saved City 
$20,000 on Contract. ° 


Fred Rhode, a partner in the 
grocery firm of Rhode & Schmidt, 
which has been in business at Tomp- 
kinsville, S. I., fifty years, made 
public yesterday a-letter' which he 
had sent two weeks previously to 
Deputy Controller Frank J. Prial 
asking for. an investigation of his 
charge that officials of the City De- 
partment of. Purchase were discrim- 
inating against his bids on contracts 
for furnishing foodstuffs to city 
institutions. 


Mr. Rhode’s communication also 
charged that a policeman, whose 
shield number, he said, was 4217 and’ 
who was detailed to the Purchase 
Department, was acting as chief 
food inspector, instead of performing 
police ‘duty, and was -a dominant 
factor in decisions on.contracts. 

As a result of Mr. Rhode’s charges, 
Deputy Controller Prial and Police 
Commissioner Warren announced 
yesterday that they had started sep- 
arate investigations. Mr. Prial ad- 
mitted that although he had received 
the letter about two weeks ago no 
reply had-been sent-to the merchant, 
as . Rhode had charged. He said 
the merchant personally had called 
at his office several days ago, ‘that 
the subject of discrimination had 
been taken up and that contracts 
which had been accepted from others 
on bids which followed the rejetcion 
of Mr. Rhode’s previous low bid had 
been shown to Mr. Rhode. : 

Police records had shown that Pa- 
trolman Joseph E. Frank was the 
holder of shield £217. When Commis- 
sioner Werren was asked about Mr. 
Rhode’s charges, he said he had re- 
ceived no official notification of 
them, but that he would begin an 
investigation ‘‘to learn what is back 
of this thing.’’ 

Frank has been a member of the 
force since 1917, but, according to 
records at Police Headquarters, he 
performed uniformed patrol duty 
only for the first six months. There- 
after he was assigned to ‘“‘special de- 
tails’? in raided premises, and six 
months ago was-detailed permanently 
to the Purchase Department as a 
member of the Public Office Squad 
of the Headquarters Division. 

Mr. Rhode’s complaint grew out of 
the bid which he submitted on Sept. 
19 last for the furnishing of about 
$40,000 in’fresh fruits and vegetables 
to the Department of Public Welfare, 
the Correction Department and 
Beilevue and Allied Hospitals. He 
was the lowest bidder, but the bid 
was rejeeted, and this, he alleged, 
was done on a report of Patrolman 
Frank. Thereafter the Purchase De- 
partment advertised for other bids 
and: a contract’ was awarded «to 
others. : 

Mr. Rhode charged that he was not 
notified of the rejection of his bid, 
but admitted that. his firm. since 
had’ received contracts amounting: to 
about: $4,000 for supplies from the 
Depertment of Purchase.

Archbishop ‘Also Prohibits Clerg y- 
men’s Aid in Organizing or 
Annoancing Them.

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct.. 31.—Ro- 
man Catholic priests of the Arch- 
diocese of Baltimore may no longer 
attend or take any part in the or- 
ganization of dances under an order 
of Archbishop Michael J. Curley, it 
was learned today. 

The Baltimore Catholic Review has 
barred advertisements of dances 
from its columns. The Very Rev. 
Albert E.. Smith is the editor. An- 
nounodement of the order will be made 
by Archbishop Curley in The Review. 
It was explained that it will apply 
to priests only, and not to the laity. 

Regulations prohibiting the pres- 
ence of priests at dances were 
adopted by the Third Plenary Coun- 


‘cil, composed of Archbishops and 


Bishops in Baltimore Cathedral in 
1884, but were not strictly enforced. 
They read as follows: 

“No priest may organize or assist 
in the organization of a dance, no 
matter for what benefit the dance 
may be, and no matter how laudable 
the Myr may be.

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RESERVE BOARD MEETS 
GOVERNORS AND AGENTS 


Will Revise Regulations and 
Practices to Conform With 
McF adden Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 ().—The 
Federal Reserve Board today began 
a series of conferences with Gov- 
ernors and agents of the twelve Fed- 
eral Reserve districts to discuss 
credit conditions and the revision of 
regulations to conform with the Mc- 
Fadden bill. 

Meetings between the board and 
the agents formed today’s program 
and will be continued tomorrow, 
The board then will meet the Gov- 
ernors, with the conferences cul- 
minating at the end of the week with 
joint sessions between the board and 
Governors and agents. 

Each Governor and agent will de- 
acribe business credit conditions in 
their respective districts and from 
these reports the board will be able 
to reach a composite conclusion of 
general business conditions in the 
country. 

These are the first conferences 
called since the installation of the 
new Governor of the Board, Roy A, 
Young, formerly Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank. of Minne- 
apolis. 

Although the board declined to give 
details of the deliberations, one of 
the main topics for consideration is 
understood to deal with the operat- 
ing problems of the board with a 
view to establishing uniformity in the 
banks’ practices to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the system.. The confer- 
ences also are expected to bring forth 
some discussions on discount rates 
and open market operations. 


NORWAY BANK RATE UP. 


First Change in Year Puts Discount 
Rate to 5 Per Cent. 
Announcement was received here 
yesterday that the Bank of Norway 
had increased its discount rate from 
4% to 5 per cent. It was the first 


change made in the rate since the: 


last week of October, 1926, and was 


regarded here as part of the program 
of the Government and the bank to 
raise the Norwegian krone to par. 
The krone advanced a small frac- 
tion yesterday and was quoted at 
' 26.39 cents. Its par is 26.80 cents. 
The currency has been advancing 
slowly a large part of this year. 








TOCONTROL POLISH FINANCE 


American Adviser Has Broad Power 
Under Stabilization Plan. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 @.—When 
Charles S. Dewey, former Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, assumes 
his duties as financial adviser to the 
Polish Government in the disburse- 
ment of the $70,000,000 international 
bankers’ loan, he will exercise a 
broad and general control of all of 
the country’s finances under the Po- 
lish stabilization plan. 

The plan represents a new depar- 
ture in international finance and is 
the first operation of its kind under 
distinctly American leadership, al- 
though the loan is supported by 
Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Italy, Holland and Sweden. 

Mr. Dewey’s position also includes 
membership on the Board of the 
Bank of Poland and authority to ap- 
point an Advisory Committee, The 
post is for three years and he may 
prolong the work if needed. In case 
of disagreement between the adviser 
and the Polish Government, an ar- 
bitrator may be appointed whose de- 
cisions will be final,

When the Milan municipal savings 
banks arranged in 1924 a movement 
to stimulate saving throughout the 
world, Germany was at the lowest 
level.

Today. savings are 15 
per cent. higher * before the war. 

A most interesting feature is the 
savings of public school pupils, who 
have accumulated a large amount by 
buying stamps costing from five to 
fifty pfennigs weekly.

HALF SHIPBUILDING BRITISH 


Tonnage Under Way 1,200 Less 
Than Rest of World, Says Lioyd’s. 
* Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The ton- 
nage under construction in ship- 
yards of Great Britain and Ireland 
was .1,536,416 tons at the end of 
September, while that in all other 
countries was 1,537,841 tons, or a 
difference of. only 1,200 tons in favor 
of the latter, according to Lloyd’s 
register of shipbuilding returns, 
Vice Consul Daniel ‘Miller of London 
reported today to the Department of 
Commerce... Twelve months ago the 
difference in favor of the ‘‘other’’ 

countries was 300,000 tons. 

The totals of the shipyards in 
Great Britain and Ireland were said 
to be: the highest since September, 
1922, but still 354,000 tons below the 
average tonnage of 1,890,000 tons 
building during’ the twelve months 
immediately preceding the war. The 
Sept.. 30 figures showed-an increase 
of 146,028 tons over June, and 761,- 
019 tons more than at the end of 
September,. 1926. 

Motorships under construction in 
the world amounted to 1,589,510 tons 
on Sept. 30, against 1 468,842 tons 
in. steam vessels, Lloyd’s. said.

WRECKAGE OF SHIP FOUND. 


Letters “Han” Painted on Timber 
Washed Up Near Ontonagon, Mich. 


ONTONAGON, Mich., Oct. 31 @).— 
Marine men of the upper lakes region 
tonight were unable to account for 


the wreckage of a lake steamer 
washed ashore at Fourteen Mile 
Point near here today. 

The wreckage, — Co) po) (es) 
of painted timber, one of which had 
the letters ‘“‘Han”’ painted on it, a 
ship’s door, a life ring, hatch cover 
and part of a forward cover, fur- 
nished only vague clues as to the 
identity and none as to the size of 
the ill-fated craft. The wreckage is 
new and showed little sign of ex- 
posure. 

A check of practically every port 
in the upper lakes district by Coast 
Guardsmen failed to reveal & missing 
ship. A theory that it might have 
been a freighter from the port of 
Hancock near here proved ground- 
less when all craft from there had 
been accounted for. 

Marine men suggested that the boat 
may have run on an uncharted reef 
and have been battered to pieces be- 
fore being able to communicate with 
a Coast Guard station. Many boats 
operating in the region are not 
equipped with radio apparatus. 


ENDS SHIP INSURANCE CASE. 


Supreme Court Refuses to Review 
Issue Over Canceling Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 ().—The 
question of the right of an insurance 
agent to. cancel. insurance on a 


steamship as presented in a case 
from New York City brought by the 
Ruby Steamship Corporation against. 
Johnson & Higgins will not be re- 
viewed by the Supreme Court, it an- 
nounced today. 

The steamship company took out 
insurance on the freighter Hurona 
through Johnson & Higgins, who 
acted as agents for British insurance 
companies. In November, 1819, the 
— — agents demanded payment 

Bg due on policies, and upon 
fai ure of the steamship company to 
pay, canceled the insurance. The 
freighter was lost at sea soon after- 
ward, 

The lower Federal courts sustained 
the cancellation, but the: steamship 
company contended that when Eng- 
lish marine insurance policies are de- 
livered to a broker or agent they be- 
come the property of the assured, 
and that the broker ‘has no implied 
right of cancellation. 


BOARD WILL HEAR SHIP MEN 


Blue Ribbon Line to Ask Govern- 
ment for 75 Per Cent. of Capital. 


The case for the Blue Ribbon 
Steamship Line, which proposes to 
build a fleet of ships that will: make 
the transatlantic trip in four days, 


will be presented today to the Ship- 
ping Board in Washington by offi- 
cials of the American Brown-Boveri 
Electric Corporation, which is ‘spon- 
soring the plan. 

The serious problem now to be 
faced is the granting of a sufficient 
share of the capital from the Federal 
ship construction fund. The backers 
of the line estimate that 75 per cent. 
should be granted, whereas the terms 
of the law which created the fund 
restrict grants to 66 2-3 per cent. of 
the total. Whether the Shipping 
Board decides to recommend that 
the law be changed to suit the needs 
of the new line will depend on the 
impression made by its supporters 
ay.
